Setting a splendid example to other 
counties of the province and estab.

ARMY RUSHES 1,200,000 
MEN TO STATIONS

* Defiant Tusesievia refused Friday 
to ratify the Axis pact and received 
the United States’ promise of full 
aid if she is forced to resist German 
and Italian armies. 

The United States Minister, Ar. 
thur Bliss Lane, delivered a note to 
the government which said that under 
the terms of the Military Aid Bill 
every possible assistance would be 
given to Yugoslavia, “as to all other 
nations seeking to maintain their in- 
dependence and integrity to repel 
aggression. 

The note was delivered to Yugo.

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FORTY AIRPLANES 
A WEEK MADE IN 
CANADIAN PLANTS. 


About 40 airplanes of varioug types 
ate flowing from Canadian aviation 
plants each week, lending strength 
to Britain's rapidly expanding air 
arm through which she ultimately 
hopes to gain mastery of the skies 
and victory over the Axis powers. | 

The 40 a week production figure, 
representing approximately 180 ma- 
chines a month, was announced in 
Montreal Saturday by Ralph Bell, 
Director General of Aircraft Produc.’ 
tion ip the Department of Munitions 
and Supply, during a tour of selected 
Montreal factories by a representative 
group of Canadian and United States 
newspapermen. 

On their tour the newspapermen 
were shown the secrets of organiza- 
tion and production at three of the 
country’s leading aircraft plants -- 
Vickers, Fairchild and Norduyn, 
They saw the raw materials being un- 
foaded at receiving depots, followed 
the intricate processes of manufac. 
ture and assembly by an army of ex- 
pert craftamen and finally sat in the 
cockpit of finished machines, from 
the tiny Fleet Trainer to the mam- 
moth 12.ton Stranraer flying boat, 

: Only a few months ago some de- 
partments of these plants were non- 
existent while others, in the words 
of their managing officials were in 
“an industrial tailspin.” 
Today the factories are giving em. 
ent to more than 7,000 skilled 
and semi-skilled workers with a week- 
ly pay roll running into many thou- 
sands of dollars. Already the com- 
panies are again feeling the pinch of 
restricted space it was said, and 
plang for further expansion are un- 
der consideration, or already in pro. 


gress. 

“without doubt the aircraft indus- 
try is full of headaches and we have 
had our bad spots,” Mr. Bell told 
the newspapermen. 

“Any industry called upon to mul- 
tiply its. productive capacity 20 to 30 
fola within a limited period would be 
sure to bog down somewhere along 
the line. 

‘we have suffered in that respect 
but now dre organized and set to 
go, although we may still encounter 
some difficulties in getting certain 
parts and material. Creating sources 
of supply hag been a tremendous 
task.” 

Mr. Bell said the Munitions De.

Many of the 6,700 aged, Jews who 
were expelled from Germany on an 
hour's notice last October now have 
been transferred to new hospital 
camps in France from what they call 
the “inferno of Gurs”’

establisheq by the Vichy government 
at Gurs, in the Basses.Pyrenees . 
Those of the Jews who were seen 
in the last few days by 4 party of 
Inited States newspapermen on 4 
tour of such camps were often proud 
patriarchs or grandmothers, more 
easily imagined in rocking chairs or 


tmking cakes. 


Instead they are living in barracks = 


complaining of the lack of sufficient 
food. Almost all are ill. 

They described Gurs ‘as an unfur- 
mished barracks built in ankle.deep 
mauud where internees were perpetual- 
iy hungry and ridden with disease. 

More than one internee out of 10 
died, they sald, Some estimated the 
deaths as high as 12 4 day. 

This is borne out by reliable inde- 
pentient testimony to the effect that 
Gurg camp commander used only 40 
per cent of the miximum daily food 
udget of 11 1.2 francs (about 23 
cents, nominally). : 

The visiting party, however, found 
evidence of recent efforts to improve 
conditions in all refugee camps, with 
the exception of Argeles, beach camp 
for Spanish militiamen near the 
Spanish frontier.

communities attempting to fulfil their 
duties. He said lecturers, teachers and 
propagandists inculcate pagan prin- 
ciples into German youth deprived of 
proper religious instruction.

Increased deliveries of power for. 
war industries is credited for the re- 
cord high reached by the revenue and 
power sales of the Hydro Electric 
Power Commission during the fiscal 
year ending October: 31, 1940.

In this connection it is interesting 
to note the possibility of an entire 
reversal of the basic “power at cost’’ 
principle of the Hydro Electric Sys. 
tem, a8 a result of a request for the 
appointment of a select committee of 
the Ontario Legislature to study the 
question of establishing a flat rate 
for Hydro Power across the province. 
Under the present system, rates are 
governed by the distance of a munici. 
pality from the source of generation 
and the density of the area served. 
The establishment of a universal rate 
would undoubtedly entail an increase 
of power costs in urban areas, parti- 
cularly in the major cities, On the 
other hand the reduction of rural 
ratee thus affected would in all pro- 
bability increase the number of power 
users on farms and gofar towards en. 
cov¥aging industries to locate in the 
smaMer centres, causingea decentral. 
ization of industry which in the long 
run migh; prove beneficial to the pro. 
vince. The fact that the St Law- 
rence power project gives promise of 
vast reserves of power makes a po- 
licy change more feasible.

SECRETARY U. S. NAVY 
COMMENDS THE PRESS 


Col. Frank Knox, the Secretary of 

the United States Navy, Monday is- 
sued for publication the following 
statement: 

“I wish to’ commend the action of 
the press associations, newspapers, 
broadcasting companies, and photo. 
graphic agencies who have co.oper- 
ated at my request in not reporting 
the recent arrival of a British warship 
in this country. 

“When the lease.lénd bill became 
an act, I requested that all Dress, 
radio and photographic agencies re- 
frain from reporting in any form, 
the movements or presence of Brit- 
ish men.of-war in this country for 
any purpose whatsover., 

“The lease.lend ect makeg the 
United States a repair base for Brit. 
ish War vessels It is true that many 


people can see these ships as they | 


arrive and depart and before they 
are swallowed up in navy yards, It 
is also true that enemy agents can 
report these movements; but it 
seemg to me only sportsmanlike that 
the keen American press refrained 
from giving a report of these ships 
for the benefit of Britain’s enemies, 
At the present .time this sort of re- 
porting ig of inestimable military 
value to the. Germans. 

“If a British warship arrives in a 
British yard for repair the fact does 
not appear in print, broadcast, or 
picture. The British people know 
how vital it is to keep that sort of 
information down to the minimum. 
Since the United States hag prom- 
ised to give all aid to Grest Britain, 
so far as repairs are concerned, it 
seems to me that it is our patriotic 
fluty to keep such information abont 
British war vessels to a minimum. 


‘That minimum, to my way of 
thinking, is to print nothing. I sin- 
cerely believe the thoughtful press

An unnamed baby girl was lower: | 


ed into an unmarked grave at Mont. 
real Thursday after her father stood 
in Coroner's Court and told how lack 
of money had forced him to wrap the 
body of his youngest daughter in a 
peper bag and leave it in the custody 
of a friend. 

The father Wilfrid Villeneuve, un- 
folded a story of unemployment, sick. 
ness and squalor, which culminated 
with the death of the new born child. 

Wednesday, after his ailing wife 
had been taken to hospital, Villen- 
euve left his six other children in 
their two.room apartment and efter 
carefully wrapping the tiny body of 
the dead infant in paper, carried it 
to the cemetery for burial. 

He carried it. because he could not 
afford a taxi. He couldn’, even afford 
'a cheap casket. Those who passed en

population to supply war-time needs, ' 
4t ig necessary that they be adequate. 
ly prepared for the job. Many cows 
freshen with a reserve of energy so 
small that they are not capable of 
maximum production. | 

The Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture recommends that where pos. 
sible good quality roughage be fed 
to the freshening cows and that grain 
feeding be practised to build up their 
condition. Ten days or two weeks be- 
fore freshening, feed a mixture of 
two parts of oats, two parts of bran 
and one part of linseed oilmeal, Con. 
tinue feeding thig mixture after 
freshening until all inflammation and 
congestion have disappeared = from 
the udder. ‘ 

Do not feed cotton seed meal or 
rye just previous to or immediately 
after freshening ag they are likely to 
cause constipation, 

Home-grown’ grains are reasonably 
satisfactory for conditioning al. 
though some protein supplement is 
mecessary if the hay is of poor qua- 
lity or the cows are fed largely on 
etraw . 


The following grain mixtures are » 


recommended to fit cows for lacta- 
tion: (1) oats 200 pounds; barley 100 
pounds; (2) oats 200 pounds, buck- 
wheat 100 pounds; (3) cats 300 
pounds, barley 100 pounds and wheat 
100 pounds; (4. oats 300 pounds) 
buckwheat 100 pounds and whea; 100
